The prior art of record fails to teach this structure, which in the sole disclosure of this 

application, as a cross member between A-pillars and below a windshield and instrument panel 
support, is seen to be an improvement to the prior art using large apertures within the base body 
for airflow transit, thereby strengthening the base body.
